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UFO REPORTS DWINDLE IN 1968 - Washington - The number of flying saucer sight¬ 
ings reported to Air Force investigators decreased substantially during 1968, 
the Pentagon said. The total for the year was 375 . comapred to 937 in 1967 and 
1.112 in 1966. It was the smallest number of sightings for any year since 169 
were reported in 1951, before the investigation got into big fugures. Of the 
1968 sightings, the Air Force attributed J7 to astronomical phenomena, ^ to 
aircraft, 38 to balloons and ^ to "other" explainable causes. Tlxree were 
listed as "UNIDENTIFIED", were under "investigation still pending" and 117 

cases provided "insufficient data to reach a conclusion."

EDGAR CAYCE. THE ^URMUDA TRIANGLE. AND THE CHARIOT CF THEXORD

Startling coincidences concerning Edgar Cayce . During April, 1968 

. SAUCER SCOOP published an.article that I wrote about the American mystic, Edgar 
Cayce (1877-1945). According to Cayce, he saw some type of aerial vefaiicle above 
, his farm near Hopkinsville, Kentucky, with a figure in white, who told him that 
he was of "The Chariot of the Lord and thy horsemen thereof." This was during 
June, 1936 . Cayce said that he had another vision as a child, wherein another 
personalge (accompanied by a humming noise and brilliance) told him that his 
prayers had been answered. During the year 1940, Cayce predicted that-Atlantis 
would arise from the ocean, with segments near the Bahama Islands and Florida. 

Exactly one year later, the April, 1969, issue of the American magazine 
"SAGA" published a letter I wrote to the Editor, based upon data previously 
used in the article in SAUCER SCOOP. This letter concerned Cayce, the Bermuda 
Triangle (where about 10.0 ships and planes have disappeared), the predictions 
- of Cayce, the rise of Atlantis, the disappearhhce of the 5 T3M planes from the 
coast of Florida, Dec. 5, 1945, Cayce's pre^ction of his own removal or passing 
away, etc. Oddly enough, the same issue of this magazine contained an article 
by another writer, concerning these same topics and Edgar Cayce, predictions, 
Atlantis, itc. Is it possible that these unusual coincidences have some new 
significance? After all, Cayce was a very religious person and attributes his 
gifts to the power of the Lord. If he was visited by an aerial vehicle, it 
-coiiLd have been related to modern-day saucers and UFO's.; 

Furthermore, the AmBrican religious prophet Joseph Smith said that he had 
been visited by an aerial vehicle in New York State about March 22, 1820, with 
.two personages saying they were of the Lord, and with the later appearance dur¬ 
ing Sept. 22, 1823, of an angel, who Smith said spoke to him about ancient 
America and its destiny. It is possbile, then, that America has produced two 
great religious figures, who can be considered prophets and nystics — and in 
both cases, with the "Star of Bethlehem" object and the object that lead the 
..Israelites during the Exodus, we seem to have unusual relationships concerning 
..UFOs, America and the contacts with angels. 

For these and other reasons, the saucers seem to have a religious and 
historical and "higher" level, plus a scientific angle (electro-magnetism, 
power iinits, gravity, etc.). Tfte problem is to combine the two subjects. 
However, the data seems to show some relationship between UFO apprearances 
(such as those to Edgar Cayce and Joseph Smith). Even the Bible states that 
the Lord does nothing without revealing it first to His servants... HowevE'r?, 
these were unusual in that the two ministers or teachers said that occupants or 
angels visited them, and told ttem of future events. On the other hand, the 
Rev. William Gill had a different experience on about June 27, 1959, when he 
and about 38 other witnesses saw there saucers hovering over the beach near 
Papua, New Guinea, in this case, 4 occupants came out on top of the nearest 
UFO— but didn't speaik to the witnesses but merely waved greetings, before dis¬ 
appearing... On this basis, one would have to study the statements of Joseph 
Smith and Edgar Cayce as to see what they had to say after being visited.by the 
•. objects and the "angels" of the Lord.

In cases, of psychological effects, it must be examined whether or not the 
'Contactee' had psycholgical difficulties before the contact. If he had not, 
the psychological difficulties can be ascribed to the contact. So many 'silent' 
contactees have been taking place that we can see a pattern turn up. A typical 
case is this: . 

A person walks alone in a more or less deserted area — a wood - or a park. 

Suddenly he hears a voice talking inside his head giving.-, him.a . message or an 

advice.. He usually calls it telepathy, but the signals are much stronger than 
ordinary telepathy. Sometimes.no telepathic message is received. He often 
feels induced to walk a certain path, which he otherwise would not'have followed. 

Here he sees one or two globes — or disc-shaped objects usually rather dull, 
. Often nothing is sighted. Wheii he Comes back from his walk, he finds that he 
is missing about 30 minutes of his time. What has happened to him during these 
30 minutes, he does' not know. In a'few case's the person remembers having been 
aboard a.space ship. Everybody can see that he has completely changed lus be¬ 
haviour. He now cares little about his social work'using nearly all his time 
to spread the message... It is a message of love,'peace, brotherhood and friend¬ 
ship often with a religious tendencyi Seen from inside, the person feels his 
Body and mind have changed and are ohanging. These changes are so great, that 
he is afraid to tell about them, as he fears that' other people might do to him. 

If they knew what is going on inside'him. His states- of Biind'-and emotions are 
intensified especially a kind of religiuus feeling. His bodily feelings are in¬ 
tensified, and he might experience quite a new pleasurable sexual feeling. But 
he does n,ot talk about it. 

When a person is hypnotized to do something and at the^ same time hypnotized 
NOT to do that, he experiences a complete psychic breakdown. -.Due to his increas¬ 
ed suggestibility - the contactee experiences the same psychic bfeakdown, when 
he hears contradictory opinions.

Dated: April 22, 1969 - A spacecraft with antennas taller than the Empire 
State Building has discovered that the EARTH emits bursts of A.M. (amplitude 
modulation) radio signals which are a mystery to science.

He suggested the spacecraft's information 
will help scientist's underdtand better both Jupiter, the most massice of the 
Sun's four large planets, and Earth, the biggest of the five small planets....

First conceived in the human mind, the channel through which flows a min- 
uite proportion of. the original vibrational WORD marking the good beginning of 
the Universe and all material tilings — from bricks to buildings, from highways 
to transport, from carpets to clothing, from runway to aircraft, from laucliing 
pads to satellites —all have specific forms, lives and purposes.' 

However, these can be transmuted by application of certain exterior forces 
.,.-of intensified sound, light and heat, or by alien stimulation. Colour can also 
.1 be an external agent to produce subtle reaction and change in the pliysical or 
chemical content of manufactured articles. 

Yet notliing wliich is created is ever lost, as Nature amply demostrates in 
simple illustrations or reproduction and rebirth, decayed leaves and scattered 
seedlings .settling down eventually to the rytlya of fresh life born underground

Formation of new patterns that emerge under the impact of outside influences 
eqvdps a re-developed form for renewed life and purpose on the industrial or 
domestic front.

It simply alters from one form to another when external forces are intro¬ 
duced in close proximity or when it is delibertly diverted from original object- 
tive.

This indicates the-desii^- of-the—occ-upants-tn..advold disconnection from 
power supplies once touchdown is achieved. Yet a craft landing near Stonhenge 
blacked-out entirely on an autum night of... 1968, before becoming a ring of fire 
: that evidently shot out from the stones themselves, whereupon the.UFO sped up¬ 
ward from our curious approach. n 

It is more than ever probable that these craft operate on a minor system 
comparable to that of a planet, generating their own electro-magnetic- gravit¬ 
ational fields and working on an imbalance basis. At reat they do not rotate, 
but they rotate or spin under a controlled fashion with a central liquid core, 
so as to generate their fields and thus move naturally within the magnetic 
fields of Earth and space generally. 

It. appears that evidence collected over eighteen years might alter present 
thinking on these mute and mysterious inounds and circles of stone, for it is now_ 
strongly suspected that they comprise a gigantic‘network of power potential when 
tapped at the right vibrationarv pitch. 

All such monuments in Britain may be alligned in a single geometrical pat¬ 
tern. This is the belief of JOHN WILLIAMS, a-'solicitor living at Abergavenny, 
in Monmouthshire, Wales, who has carefully compared the positions of moi*e than 
3,000 pre-historic stone circles and single standing stones on ordinance survey 
maps. 

He submits that' evel'y one is aligned to its neighbor's up to twenty miles 
away at an angle of twenty-tliree and a half degrees. Over the years since 1951, 
he has taken thousands of PHOTOGRAPHS of standing stones and tMnks he has dis¬ 
covered a significant clue to their use at various stages in the Mstory of Man, 

A surprising number of photographs he took suffered from what seemed to be 
unfortunate fogging, and marring of negatives and prints. He ^thought nothing 
more of this filmng set-back for years, putting it down to bad camera work. But 
in 1959 he and a friend photographed the same timeworn batch of ancient stones 
near Brecon. Both operated similar type cameras and film, and the dismissed 
setback of 1951 was recalled. 

The developments were rather startling in effect. Both pictures' came out 
with a fogged band across them in identical sections of stone. The pictures were 
taken in colour and the fog-band was a distinctive dark blue. 

Something in the composition or nature of the stone, some hidden quality, 
was:, spoiling the film. It was a kind of ultra-violet light. Since then, a 
friend told me, John has experienced more examples, of the same peculiar phenom¬ 
enon when employing colour film, although cameras' are free of fault'. Patiently, 
he sought to establish the cause— and ascertained after exhausting investigation 
that all 'these prehistoric standing stones contain DARK QUARTZ, some being 
heavily impregnated. This is a crystal substance similar to that used in con¬ 
junction with the old-fasMoned 'cat's wisker' in early types of wireless re¬ 
ceivers. John reaisonably deduced that the stones therefore form a giant POV/ER 
NETWORK, although admitting he cannot guess for what purpose. He is not a Ufo¬ 
logist, yet liis research efforts offer further clues to the earnest UFO buff who 
seeks no reward other than the satisfying of curiousity about people from other 
worlds and - thankfvdly - there is an increasing number of these volunteers now- 
a-days, stepping on ground where Governments perhaps, fear to tread, in case 
their feet get burnt in contact with a great unknown]

THE PUBLIC RELATIONS PROBLM

Now that the study of serial phenomena is beginning to achieve a higher 
degree of respectability, ufologists must recognize that their growing res¬ 
ponsibilities must supercede their devotion to the "cause". We must find rat¬ 
ional and meaningful ways in which to present the UFO problem to the public. 

The single-minded fanaticism which once dominated the field must be replaced 
by a dignified public posture. The Air Force has made a mess of their Public 
Relations (PR) over the UFO issue and many of the civilian UFO groups have 
made the same mistakes; their loud-mouthed accusations and frenetic circulation 
of half-baked speculations have contributed to the ridicule which has surrounded 
the subject for years. 

Responsible ufologists'now have an opportunity to alter their somewhat 
disgraceful "public image". My long experience in jovirnalism, radio and TV 
has given me an extensive background in PR and I suggest the following approach¬ 
es to improving oUr public position. 

(1) Many UFO organizations have long used titles which automatically 

brand them as "nut’ groups" to the skeptical public. Names such as "THE INTER¬ 
PLANETARY RESEARCH COMMISSION", "THE OUTER SPACE STUDY COMMITTEE", etc. should 
be discarded and replaced by more rational sounding names such as "ATMOSPHERIC 
PHENCMENA; STUDY GROUP" or "THE ORGANIZATION for the study and analysis of para¬ 
normal events". Editors-and Washington officials have frequently showm me 
their "nut" mail, written on fancy letterheads desplaying- titles containing, 
damning words ' such ,as "Extraterrestrial", "Interplanetary", etc. Such letter¬ 
heads usually condemn the writer and the let'ters are not taken seriously. The 
words "Flying Saucer" should also be avoided. UFO is permissible provided the 
title clearly stresses a "scientific" study. Words such as "phenomenon" are 
preferable. If you want to be taken seriously, your group must have a non¬ 
kook title. . 

(2) Controversy is necessarily based upon speculative conclusions which 
can not be satisfactorily domunented. VJe should try' to dimihish the unnecess¬ 
ary controversies surrounding the subject by avoiding unsubstantiated conclus¬ 
ions. When appearing on radio or TV, avoid such terms as "spaceships", "mother- 
ships'*^, etc.' These sound like utter nonsense to many. Stick with "object" 
"UFO", "ciYcuiar craft", "cigar-shaped object", and other descriptive yet non- 
commitai phrases. 

Be very careful in expressing your own opinions...lest you ruin your local 
imag^, -Use the old buck-passing tecluiique by quoting others, ^or example, you 
might explain that NICAP has long beliefed that UFOa are extraterrestrial 
probe's* - C^-that APRO had advanced the speciilation that © me . UFOs may be hostile 
to us. Discuss statistics whenever possible. Skeptics hasro a rough time ar¬ 
guing with statistics. Newspapermen and the like are more impressed with statis¬ 
tics, than with individual cases. 
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Prepare valid statistical data -for your own-area so that you can declare: 

"In the past five years, -250 people in the Podunk, Iowa area have reported see¬ 
ing unidentified flying objects. Of these, 74 were clearly described as circu¬ 
lar metallic aircraft of some kind. Among the witnesses were 22 police officers, 
2 pilots, 4 doctors and one mayor." Presentations such as these will stion yoor 
critics into silence. But if you merely try to discuss a single case or tv/o, 
they can ;ick it apart, discuss what it might have been, debate the reliability 
of the witnesses, and drag in other side issues. 

If you are confronted with critics who bring up the Air Force statistics, 
whip out your copy of the APRIL 15, 1966, Washington hearing and show the AF 
statistics printed there-in. There are no less than 22 mistakes in common 
addition in those statistics. 

The main columns don’t even add up correctly. If you don't have a copy 
of that (the AF finally caught the mistakes and corrected the tables in later 
releases, shamelessly juggling many of the figures so they would add up), turn 
to page 233 of CAPTAIN LOFTIN'S "IDENTIFIED FLYING SAUCERS", or to a copy of 
the BLUE BOOK release for 1967, and show how the main coliuns have been incerect¬ 
ly added by the Air Force. Point out that since ho one in the Air Force can 
even add, you can't take any of their' statistics seriously. 

(3) Never publicly express a negative opinion about any witnesses. 

If you have reservations about the character, honesty or sanity-of a local 
witness, keep your ideas to yourself and hedge by saying that the case is 
"still under study". " 

' Some groups have mistakenly labeled important cases "hoaxes" because 
they were misled or lacked the background necessary to make a valid gudgement. 
Don't cry "hoax" unless you have very solid proof. 

Remember that some significant events are deliberately engineered so 
that they seem to. be a hoax to inexperienced investigators. The Glassboro, 

New Jersey landing of 1964 was one such case. 

If you expect people to report their sightings to you it is necessary 
that you build up your local reputation as a serious, intelligent investig¬ 
ator. VJe can all contribute to the job of making UFOs respectable.
